On Satnrrday the 16th. inſtant, this famous ſwearing-wraſter kn oy 
brought by Water to the Swr-tavern, and as ſoon as the Court far, 
was broughtinz wherehe ſeem'd ſomewhat abated of his former Tn« 
ſolence, and pretended Four ſeveral Errors, (as he would have them) 
and beg'd time for 3, or 4, days to Argue them ; But was Anſwerd 
he had longer time than the 'Court uſually allow'd 3 Then he beg'd 
till Monday, but that the Court did not allow, being altog 
ImpraQticable 3 Then the L. C. 7. moſt Learnedly ſet forth the Sin 
of Perjury , as alſo the dreadful Conſequences , and Dire Effeds it 
lately wrought upon theſe 3 Kingdoms; telling them, that in for= 
mer Ages, Perjury was preſent Death; But after ( for ſome Rea- 
/ ſons) was mitigated to cutting the Tongue, &c. But (ince That, it 
, was again mitigated, not but the Crime was as greatas ever ; It ne- 
ver being ſuppos'd that any Perſon could be ſodampably Impudent, 
as fal(ly to ſwear any Man out of his very Life, ' or Eſtate. When this 
was ended, they pronounc'd Sentence, which was thus, ( viz.) 


That he ſhould for ever be Degraded, and forthwith ftript of all 


his Prieſtly Habits. 

That he ſhould ſtand in the P3Hory before Weitminiter-hall-gate on 
Monday the 18th. inſtant, one hour, ( between the hours of 10and 
12,') with a Paper on his Head, writ, Perjury, Perjury, twicez 
and walk round the Hall with the ſaid Paper on his Head, 

On Tweſday the 19th. to ſtand anhourin the Pillory, ( between 11x 
and 1 ) before the Royal Exchange, with the fame Inſcription aver 
his Head. 7 | 

On Wedne ſday the 20th, to be Whipt from Ald-gate to Newgate. 

And on Thurſday the 21th. tobe Whipt from Newgete to Tybourn. 

On Friday the 22th. to ftand in the Pillory at Tybourn, with the 
ſame Inſcription of Perjury over his Head, his Face towards Thbowre. 

And tor theſe Two Perjuries to pay a 1000 Margwes for each Pere 
Jury, and to abide in Priſon, 

And when he hath perform'd this Ceremony, heis toſtand in the 
Pillory Three times Annually, ( viz.) 

On the gth. of A»gaſt, at Charing-croſs, with his Inſcription, Ge. 

On the 22th, of September over-againſt the Templegere, with the 
fame Inſcription over his Head, | 

On the 24th. of April at Weſtminſter. hall-gate, with the Inſcription 
over his Head, &c. Perjury, Perjury, Oc. | 

Note, He is to perform theſe three. laſt: ſhews Annually, and be keps 
8 cloſe Priſoner during Life, |
